Leytonstone were not afraid 
to shoot — often from a long 
way out — and Peter Spittle was 
vhe busier ‘keeper. 

In the second half Leyton- 
stone increased the pressure and 
Powell in particular gave the 
Blues a good deal of trouble with 
long runs down the left and ac- 
curate balls through to his 
strikers.
